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To:  The  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Members  of  the  Congleton  Borough  Council 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1970  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough. 

Once  again  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  population,  this  time 
of  260.  The  number  of  people  living  in  this  town  now  totals  'I9i870. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  continues  to  remain  low  for  a 
town  of  this  size,  but  it  is  unfortunate  that  I have  to  report  49  cases 
of  measles.  This  is  a disease  which  could  be  completely  eradicated  if 
every  parent  would  take  advantage  of  the  vaccination  against  this 
illness  which  is  available  either  from  their  family  doctor  or  from  the 
Clinic . 

As  will  be  seen  in  the  Report  we  have  begun  to  protect  schoolgirls 
against  german  measles  and  I am  very  satisfied  with  the  response  we  have 
had  from  the  parents.  Although  german  measles  itself  is  not  a serious 
disease  it  can,  if  it  occurs  in  early  pregnancy,  be  responsible  for  very 
serious  mental  defects  and  physical  deformities  in  the  new-born  child. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  in  the  future  that  there  will  be  a considerable  drop 
in  the  numbers  of  this  type  of  problem  by  the  new  policy  we  are 
adopting  in  the  vaccination  of  schoolgirls  between  the  ages  of  eleven 
and  thirteen. 

I would  like  to  draw  attention  once  again  to  the  number  of  cases  of 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus.  Almost  certainly  these  have  been 
caused  by  excessive  cigarette  smoking  and  it  is  tragic  that  despite  all 
the  publicity  and  reports  from  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  there 
does  not  appear  to  be  any  appreciable  falling  off  in  the  incidence  of 
cigarette  smoking,  particularly  among  the  younger  element  of  the 
population. 

I am  including  in  this  Report  for  the  last  time  the  statistics  in 
connection  with  some  of  the  services  formerly  managed  by  the  Health 
Department  of  the  County  Council.  From  1st  April  197^,  the  Day  Nursery, 
physically  handicapped  and  mentally  handicapped  services  have  been 
handed  over  to  the  new  Social  Services  Department  which  now  occupies  the 
office  in  Park  Street.  Your  Health  Department  has  now  been  re-housed  in 
Moody  Street  and  I am  pleased  to  say  that  we  are  highly  satisfied  with 
the  present  arrangements.

Inspector,  for  his  co-operation  and  help  in  the  preparation  of  this 
Report,  as  well  as  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  his  contribution. 

Mr.  Horace  Lawton,  our  Clerk,  has  always  been  a most  helpful  colleague 
and  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  great  assistance  and  advice  he 
has  given  me  at  all  times.

Water  Supply 


General 

The  area  of  the  Congleton  Borough  Council  continues  to  be  supplied 
with  water  derived  to  the  greatest  extent  from  the  Hug  Bridge  Pumping 
Station,  Bosley  (which  utilises  a mixture  of  water  drawn  from  the  river 
and  from  the  boreholes),  and  to  a lesser  extent  from  the  artesian  well 
supply  at  Forge  Lane,  Congleton. 

New  Sources 


Further  work  has  been  carried  out  on  the  scheme  for  applying  a yield 
from  the  new  borehole  at  Rushton  Spencer  to  augment  that  available  from 
the  existing  sources  given  above.  In  particular  the  necessary  connecting 
main  between  the  borehole  and  the  Hug  Bridge  Pumping  Station  was 
completed  during  the  year  and  a start  made  on  increasing  the  filtration 
and  treatment  capacity  within  that  station.

General  Remarks 

The  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  I969  on  improvement  grants  and 
subsequent  publicity  had  the  effect  of  increasing  the  number  of 
applications  for  standard  grant  by  almost  three  times  and  several 
applications  for  discretionary-type  grants,  including  a few  for  the 
division  of  large  houses  into  flats,  were  receivedo 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Housing  Committee  decided  to  allocate 
60^  of  all  housing  accommodation  becom.ing  available  to  the  rehousing  of 
tenants  from  condemned  houses o 

The  number  of  individual  houses  offered  for  sale  to  the  Council 
increased  and  following  consideration  of  a report  from  the  Town  Clerk  a 
policy  was  adopted  to  purchase  properties  in  clearance  areas  and  those 
affected  by  road  improvements,  re-development  areas,  etco

Complaints 

During  the  year  164  complaints  were  received  and  investigated;  6 
of  these  were  found  to  be  concerning  matters  which  could  not  be  dealt 
with  by  the  department;  29  were  found  to  be  related  to  dangerous 
structures,  waste  of  water  and  other  matters  and  were  referred  to  the 
departments  concerned. 

Nuisances 

Following  complaints,  and  as  a result  of  routine  survey,  79  houses 
were  inspected,  a total  of  75  nuisances  found  and  79  Informal  Notices 
issued;  111  visits  were  made  to  houses  previously  inspected  and  78 
nuisances  found  to  be  abated.  63  Informal  Notices  were  complied  with.

Drainage 


The  repair  of  existing  drainage  was  supervised  and  necessary 
testing  done,  332  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this  work  and 
the  tracing  of  existing  drainage  at  various  properties. 
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Water  Supply 

Routine  samples  were  taken  monthly  from  each  of  the  town's  systems 
of  supply,  from  the  baths  at  the  National  Children's  Home  and  also 
during  the  season  from  the  Council's  swimming  baths.  The  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  Chester,  carried  out  bacteriological  examination  of 
the  samples  and  the  reports  were  satisfactory. 

All  except  24  (75  occupants)  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  have 
piped  water  inside  the  houses  from  public  water  mains. 

Infectious  Disease  and  Disinfection 


15  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  investigated  and  the  necessary 
disinfection  of  premises  and  library  books  carried  out. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 


There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  registered. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  I96O 

The  licensed  site  at  Rocky  Pool,  Timbersbrook,  was  visited 
regularly  and  was  found  to  be  satisfactorily  kept  and  well  conducted. 
During  the  year  the  site  was  extended  and  a further  licence  issued  in 
respect  of  this  extension  but  works  to  the  ablution  block  were  still 
outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Noise  Abatement  Act  I96O 

One  complaint  of  a serious  nuisance  at  night-time  was  received  and 
following  consideration  by  the  Council  a formal  abatement  notice  was 
served  and  subsequently  complied  with.  The  noise  from  a paper  bag 
making  machine  was  found  to  be  incapable  of  suppression  so  the  firm 
concerned  was  requested  to  minimise  the  effect  by  operating  with  the 
windows  facing  the  properties  affected  closed.
